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Message from The Selectmen 


After two years of maintaining the tax rate at $22.23 per thousand, last year’s increase to 
$28.92 was an understandable shock, something we are not used to in Surry. The tax rate is comprised 
of several components and various organizations. 

One of the contributors to the tax rate is municipal operations, which is the money needed to 
run the town. This includes the Highway Department, Fire Department, Reed Free Library, Town Clerk 
business, cemeteries, and Town Hall business that account for $2.96 of the $28.92/thousand rate. Surry 
taxes are also collected to support Cheshire County. Taxes are collected to support the Court House, Jail, 
Sheriff's department, and Maplewood Nursing Home. All towns in Cheshire County contribute to this 
based on their population. Surry paid $3.95/thousand, which was a decrease from 2018. 

Surry also collects taxes for the State of New Hampshire, which is applied to state education. 
The State of New Hampshire supports Surry in the form of a highway block grant and with a portion of 
the money collected from the rooms and meals tax. 

The most significant part of the tax rate is the School Board budget at $19.93/thousand. For 
Surry, this rate is directly related to the number of children tuitioned into the Keene School District. As 
more families move into Surry, more children are tuitioned to Keene. The School Board must take a 
physical census annually to keep track of all the kids moving in and out of the Surry. Last year there was 
a significant increase in the number of students, and this contributed to the tax increase. We would 
encourage you to attend a monthly school board meeting to learn more and get the specific numbers. 

We continue to benefit from the Surry Village Charter School (SVCS). They not only provide 
outstanding educational opportunities; they also ease the burden of the property tax. Children that 
attend SVCS, homeschooled children, and those who attend other private schools do not affect Surry 
property taxes. 

Once all this information is collected in the Selectmen’s office from all these entities, the 
numbers are sent to the State for review, and a suggested tax rate is returned. At the end of the year, if 
money from town departments that was allocated and raised by your property tax is not spent, it is put 
into an unallocated fund. The money remains in that account and can either be used for emergency 
spending, or the Selectmen can use a portion of it to reduce the tax rate the following year. This is 
typically used to keep the tax rate consistent. Last year, it was voted on at the Town Meeting to take 
$200,000.00 out of this account to start a new fund for the fire station expansion. Although this vote 
gave the fire department a great head start on raising money for the expansion, it also meant that this 
money was not available to use to reduce the tax rate. This year, the Selectmen spent all that was 
advised to expend from the unallocated fund, plus $5000.00 more, in an effort to reduce the tax rate. 

Once the new rate is figured and locked in, a tax warrant is created, and the Tax Collector sends 
Out the tax bills. This part of the process happens fast. From the time the rate was set until the tax bill 
was received in the mail was approximately five days. 

A lot of good things happened around town this past year! The paving of Pond Road was 
completed. The Town Garage was heated and insulated. The carriage shed by the Town Hall was 
repaired and painted. New culverts were placed at the end of Farm Road. We received the new dump 
truck. A new shed to hold the sander at the Town Garage was built. And finally, the town put ona 
fantastic 250th celebration. It was a very productive year for the town, and this year should be just as 
productive. Plans for this year include paving Joslin Road, putting a well and a refueling pad at the Town 
Garage, and paving the first 15-20 feet of Farm Road, just to name a few. The Selectmen want to thank 
all of you for your continued support.

The Annual Surry School District, SAU 91, Business Meeting will be on Thursday, March 12, 2019, 7:00 PM at the Surry 
Town Hall. Copies of the Warrant Articles and the Budget will be posted and also available on the Surry website. 


This year is the twelfth year for the Surry children to be enrolled in the Keene Public Schools. Surry students are 
continuing to do well there. Currently, there are 122 Surry students attending schools in Keene. Five Surry students are 
tuitioned privately, 4 are home schooled, and 19 attend one of the three charter schools. Families planning changes 
wherein their children will attend school are encouraged to contact the School Board ahead of time to help facilitate a 
smooth transition. Look for the School Board page on https://surry.nh.gov. 


Again this year, more families with preschool and school age children are moving to, or building in, Surry. Generally, 
there have been 15-35 students moving in or out of Keene enrollments each year. We see this trend accelerating with 
more houses for sale, several building lots available, and increasing numbers of rental homes in Surry.

The Surry School Board’s primary role is to serve the educational needs of Surry children. If you have a question or 
concern about your child’s education, development, or services, we welcome you to meet with us on the third Monday 
of the month at 7:00 PM at the Surry School building. The School Board’s equally important role is to be a careful 
steward of taxpayer funds. We keep an accurate child census to create a realistic, bare bones budget. We joined the 
Keene AREA agreement which saves us about $25,000 a year in exchange for a 20-year contract. Our annual audit by 
Vachone Clukay (CPA) Company found the District's accounts to be in order for the year ended June 30, 2019. 


According to the building inspection done by Patrick Richardson a few of years ago, the building is in good shape. The 
building passed its annual fire, and health and safety inspections. Recently, we repaired the furnace. Due to safety 
concerns, signs have been placed on the school driveway to remind drivers to proceed with caution. The school 
driveway is a personal right of way, and not a town road. Please use Crain Road to access the village.

Removal of dead plants, torn flags and other debris was completed the weekend after 
Veteran’s Day in November.

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Surry Planning Board 2019 Year in Review 


January: 
No new business 


February: 

A driveway permit application from Ketola Contracting for a lot on Wilbur Road was received 
and approved subject to compliance with the Driveway Regulations. A driveway permit 
application from Keith Patnode, which had been previously approved, was signed. A driveway 
permit application from Barrett Bullock for a lot on Mason Drive was received but was not 
complete. There was a discussion about Surry’s equalized valuation, student population and the 
decrease in state aid for education. 


March: 

After town elections there was still a vacancy on the Planning Board. The board recommends 
that the Selectmen fill the vacancy by appointing Pete Bissell for one year. Barrett Bullock 
submitted a complete driveway permit application, which was recommended by the Planning 
Board and forwarded to the Conservation Commission. William Jarrell presented proposed 
changes to a Site Plan approved in 2001. The Planning Board determined that the changes, 
replacement of existing greenhouses with new slightly larger units, would not change the use or 
level of activity on the premises, would not affect the scale or impact of the existing use and 
would not be a new use of the premises and therefore did not require a new Site Plan Review. 


April: 

Andrew DuGrenier appeared before the Planning Board to discuss an application for a 
Residential Building Permit. He has a driveway permit which was approved in 2016. The 
proposed building does not require Planning Board approval and Mr. DuGrenier was referred to 
the Board of Selectmen for a Residential Building Permit. 


May: 

Pete Bissell shared a copy of legislation before the NH House regarding “Tiny Houses.” The 
legislation has been referred to a Legislative Committee. If it becomes law, it will impact Surry’s 
Zoning Ordinance. 


June: 
The Planning Board received information that the NHDES has reduced the allowable amounts of 
certain chemicals in drinking water and that they are also forming a committee to research 
waterfront protection. 


July: 


The Planning Board received a copy of a Wetlands Permit Application for the restoration of fish 
passage through a culvert under Route 12-A near Webster Road.

August: 

Michael Yarosevich appeared before the board with a preliminary proposal for a 3-lot subdivision 
of his property on Old Walpole Road. The property currently is divided into 2 lots. Mr. 
Yarosevich was directed to the Subdivision Regulations, which appear on on-line, and encouraged 
to hire a licensed land surveyor. 


September: 

Fred Breton appeared before the board with a request to merge two lots on Crain Road. He was 
given an application for Voluntary Merger and advised of steps that must be taken before approval. 
The Planning Board discussed changes that should be made to the Surry Road Standards Ordinance 
to bring it into compliance with current practice. 


October: 
No meeting. 


November: 
An application for Voluntary Merger was received and approved for property of Fred and Sheila 
Breton on Crain Road. 


December: 


Final proposed changes to the Surry Road Standards Ordinance were approved and a public 
hearing will be scheduled in January 2020. 
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Surry Conservation Commission--March 2020 Annual Report 


The Conservation Commission, working with federal, state, county, and local authorities, is committed 
to preserving and protecting the natural environment, flora and fauna in Surry. One of our members 
serves on the Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee. Another member serves on the NH Association 
of Conservation Commissions Board and assists the Harris Center. The Commission wrote a letter in 
support of the acquisition of more than 1350 acres on Surry Mountain by the Nature Conservancy. 


The Ashuelot River trail foot bridge over Merriam Brook was destroyed in the 2012 flood. The brook, 
originally about 10’ wide, eroded to about 30-40’ wide. The Army Corps, consulting with the 
Commission, replaced the bridge. It was completed this summer using federal funds. Check it out! 


Prior to the 250" Surry Old Home Day, the Commission devoted about 60 hours to cleaning up the 
Wright Grove and installing fencing. Thank you to Matt Barrett who donated the railing and Frank 
Buffum who donated steel pipes for the installation. A new plaque recognizing the anniversary was 
installed and a tree was planted during the ceremonies. 


The Commission also led a hike in the Graf Town Forest during Old Home Day weekend. We are almost 
finished marking the Graf Forest boundary with red blazes so that residents can walk in the forest on 
their own. The Commission applied for a grant from the NH Recreational Trails program, to begin 
constructing a trail in the Graf Forest. Unfortunately, we did not receive the grant but are encouraged 
to apply again. 


A tributary of Thompson Stream flowed through an undersized box culvert, under the Rt. 12A. This area 
was prioritized as the third most critical need for restoration in the Ashuelot watershed. Trout 
Unlimited, NH Fish and Game, USDA, the Conservation District, and the Surry Conservation Commission 
cooperated in this project which eliminated a 16” drop coming out of the culvert. The project was a 
success and fish can now travel downstream. This is significant because wild brook trout are a Species 
of Greatest Conservation Need in the NH Wildlife Action Plan. Funding came from the state. 


The Commission is in preliminary discussion with a forest landowner and an agricultural landowner who 
are considering conservation easements for their land. Once we have more clarity from those owners, 
we will meet with those in town who would like to know more. These easements would guarantee that 
these lands will stay in their present state into the future. If you want more information about how an 
easement works, please contact a member. 


State law provides a clear role for local conservation commissions to participate in environmental law 
enforcement. Wetlands are important to store flood waters, to filter drinking water, to prevent river 
bank erosion, to serve as habitat and food for animals, and to provide recreation. The Commission is 
assisting the state Department of Environmental Services (DES) in the monitoring of two wetlands 
restoration projects and has requested DES to assess the impact of filling in another possible wetland 
site. 


If you have any questions about what you can do to preserve your land, soil, water or wildlife resources, 
the Conservation Commission will be glad to help. If you have a concern about a possible 
environmental infraction, or want guidance in how to avoid one, please come to one of our meetings. 
We meet the first Monday of the month (except holidays), 7:00 PM, at the Surry Town Hall. All are 
welcome.

Annual Report: 2019 


The volunteer board of the Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee met monthly in 2019 continuing to 
conscientiously review permits impacting the river, and monitor projects within the quarter mile river corridor. 


Permits: The Committee reviewed permits for above and belowground storage tanks in Winchester, shoreland 
impacts in Washington and bank stabilization and habitat improvement of farmland in Hinsdale. Two shoreland 
infractions involving illegal tree cutting in Keene were reported to NHDES, as was a permit violation in Lempster 
where the Town constructed a retaining wall on the riverbank. Along Beaver Brook in Keene, Citgo gas station’s 
petroleum leak and bank erosion were also concerns that were addressed. In Washington, dam reconstruction and 
spillway repairs at the outlet of Ashuelot Pond were reviewed and supported. Members meticulously reviewed plans 
for a rebuild of Eaton Road in Swanzey and made recommendations on culverts and erosion control. Dillant- 
Hopkins Airport runway expansion in Swanzey merited a close look as habitat loss and poor water quality are likely 
outcomes of this work, along with a substantial Aquatic Resource Mitigation fund payment by the airport. Also, 
ARLAC will continue to follow the progress of FAA mandated wildlife fencing proposed to exclude animals from 
the runways. ARLAC advocated to NHDOT for the State’s retention of land near the Ashuelot Covered Bridge for 
rail trail parking, and supported the proposed Swanzey Town Park improvements by the Thompson Covered Bridge. 
We reviewed Eversource’s plans for utility pole replacements in Keene crossing wetlands near the river. 


Projects: Dams along the Ashuelot River merited discussion during several meetings. Members attended a meeting 
on the future of the West Street Dam in Keene with five options outlined by the presenters from the Rhode Island 
School of Design. We commented on the two Winchester dams owned by Ashuelot Hydro Inc. who seeks Low 
Impact Hydro Institute certification enabling them more favorable rates on electricity generated. Fiske Mill Dam in 
Hinsdale is scheduled to begin license renewal in 2020 but has yet to respond to FERC regarding relicensing. The 
capability of the fish lift at this site is questionable and updated studies of fish populations in this area are needed. 
ARLAC’s concerns are for adequate up and downstream fish passage for species such as shad and eels, as well as 
water quality and increased recreational opportunities for the public. The hydro-dam in Marlow has completed a 
study of dwarf wedgemussels, one step toward re-licensing. 


Culverts were of concern at two sites in Gilsum, one in a gravel pit adjacent to the river, the other a box culvert 
replaced by NHDOT without a permit or adequate erosion protection. ARLAC supported the successful efforts in 
Surry to rehabilitate a poorly performing culvert on Thompson Brook. ARLAC members monitored Liberty 
Utilities successful installation of a pipeline beneath the riverbed in Keene. 


Two Keene State College students had assisted ARLAC with an assessment of the river corridor updating the 2006 
report, meeting with ARLAC and local representatives from the corridor towns to complete visual inspections. 


River cleanup was September 28 as part of the annual Connecticut River Conservancy’s Source to the Sea river 
cleanup. 73 volunteers removed three tons of trash from the Ashuelot River in Swanzey and Beaver Brook in Keene. 


Twenty-one volunteers provided over 150 hours to conduct monthly water quality monitoring from May-September. 
Towns along the river corridor contributed funds to support E.coli sampling, and ARLAC was able to procure three 
new dissolved oxygen/conductivity meters. The Ashuelot continues to maintain its designation as Class B water for 
dissolved oxygen, specific conductance, chloride and turbidity. Bacteria counts remained within standards for most 
of the summer but continued to be high after a heavy rainfall likely due to stormwater runoff. Specific conductance 
measures ions in the water and while within standards, does show evidence of human impact with an increase from 
Keene and downstream. Phosphorus levels continue to be reduced. Acidity continues as an ongoing concern with 
low pH in the headwaters, slowly becoming less acidic as the river flows through Keene and downstream.

Discussion: J. Brooks -Thanks to the selectmen and budget committee for hearing us out on our needs at the fire 
station. Thanks to the volunteers for donating all their hours for calls and training. Need the addition for the 
vehicles. Most of our calls are for assisting personnel. We have room for three vehicles and need room for the 
fourth vehicle. Currently the fourth vehicle is stored at the town garage. When the dry season starts, we need the 
fourth truck. The town garage is not heated so we have to drain the pump and winterize it every time it is taken 
out. We don’t have room to store stuff. The fire department is pretty likely to gain federal grants, but without 
the building, we won’t get the equipment. We also need administrative space, right now they are behind the engine 
bays and upstairs, things are not co-located. We have a design for a fire station addition. We came up with a 
pretty conservative design that will fit our needs now and for several years in the future. This money will not affect 
your tax rate, it’s already available. Scope of project is around $300,000. We are going to try and get a pretty 
aggressive private fund drive campaign going for both town residents and private companies.

J. Croteau — Hitting us hard here. We got $200,000 for the fire station, $40,000 for a fire equipment, 
$27,000 for operating budget, and $27,000 for ambulance standby fee. So, a substantial part of our 
budget is all for keeping us safe. 


B. Russell — Maybe if we hadn’t kicked the can down the road for the last 20 years we wouldn’t be in this 
mess.

Article 11: Reopen Lower Pond Road 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $198,500, with $148,875 from an anticipated 
FEMA grant and the balance of $49,625 from the 2015 Road Improvement Capital Reserve Fund, to reopen 
the class 6 eastern section of Pond Road between Route 12A and Village Road that has been closed to traffic. 
The Selectmen and the Budget Committee recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required).

Second: W. Brown 


Discussion: W. Brown — For many reasons it should be reopened. If the fire department needs to get down there it’s 
pretty hard to turn around down there. The other thing is that there is quite a bit of traffic for the school is pretty 
busy, morning and afternoon. We need to reopen lower pond road due to safety reasons. 


B. Russell — I was not originally in favor of this, but it seems that the last 5 or 6 years we keep going over this. We 
had a vote last year. The majority voted for it. I don’t understand why we are hashing it out again. Secondly, 


where did we come up with the numbers for that repair? Has any contractor looked at this? 


B. Smith — We left the meeting with the understanding that there would be two options offered this year. One to 
open the road, one to close the road. Second question — it’s an engineer estimate. 


B. Russell — An engineer came up with the numbers? Thought they designed things. 


E. Anderson — How short are we from getting the funds from FEMA? Secondly it’s a safety issue for those coming 
into the town, especially those of us that live down there. It’s a speed issue. 


B. Smith — Benefit cost analysis —it has to be beneficial — our ration is 1.27 so we are eligible. Concord is optimistic 
that we’ll get the grant. Money isn’t promised, but they are optimistic. Should know by May I“. 


L. Johnson — If we didn’t get the grant and the money isn’t appropriated, then where would the money come from? 


B. Smith — The intent of the meeting here is that the project is conditional on getting the grant. We’re not interested 
in the town paying for that road. 


C. Lothrop - If we don’t get the grant, are we voting to open the road either way. 


B. Smith — If we don’t get the grant then we have to come back next year. This article is conditional on getting the 
grant. 
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W. Brown — When that extension was put in, wasn’t that part of the corp of engineers building of the dam, where 
Village road was the main thoroughfare back in the day and isn’t that why the grant should be approved? A lot of 
the land for the dam was taken by eminent domain by the government and from what I can see, they still have a 
responsibility to the town of Surry. 


B. Smith — Can only speculate what happens. We’re eligible but if someone else comes in with a higher priority 
job, then they’ll probably get it. 


B. Russell- Is this road subject to gates and bars right now seeing that 6 years have gone by? 
B. Smith — Yes. 


B. Russell — If that’s true, then in order to spend the money, we have to do something ahead of time to reopen that 
road. 


B. Smith — We can do that tonight. 

B. Fosher — Doing nothing is not a responsible option at this point in this case. I mapped out the amount of land 
that drains into that culvert and water runs through. There is 285 acres of land that ends up going through that 
culvert. So it’s been coming down there pretty fast, and if that culvert collapses in the middle of the night there are 
some people that are going to wake up with lake front property. It’s going to cause a lot of problems downstream 
and it’s not a question of if it happens, it’s a question of when it happens. 

B. Smith — Propose the following amendment to the article: Article would read the $198,50s appropriation is 
contingent upon the town receiving the FEMA grant, which has been applied for, and upon the town meeting vote 
to approve this warrant article to reclassify the eastern section of Pond Road from Class VI to Class V pursuant to 
Section 231:22-a. 

Second: D. Lane 

Discussion on amendment: B. Smith - Discussed with attorney. Reclassify the road from class 6 to class 5. 

B. Fosher — If we reclassify the road and don’t do the work then how does that work? 


B. Smith — We reset the clock for five years. If you vote for this tonight and we get the grant, then we’re good to go. 


L. Johnson — If you do work on that road, won’t it automatically be a class 5 road, is the total appropriation really 
taking into account all the money necessary to get the road reopened? 


B. Smith — Road classifications is a real complex issue. The intent is to clarify things in a good, clean fashion. What 
you suggest can occur, but it needs to be a continuous 5 years or more to take effect that way. As far as what needs 
to be done — a lot of things involve this issue, there are a few of us that think this project is overdesigned, but it’s 
what needs to happen to get DES approval in Concord. We’re satisfying the Army Corp of Engineers who are 
abutters, we have their permission until 2020 and we are satisfying DES. They’ve been here twice, emergency 
management has been here. We’d like to do this a ta much smaller scale, but this is what we have to do. 

K, Fisher- So if we don’t get the grant, we won’t get that money and the road is not reclassified. 

C. Lothrop — The FEMA inspector was estimating that this would cost at least half a million dollars. 


Amendment vote: Article is amended. 


Discussion on amended article: B. Fosher — Are aquatic organisms going to be able to pass. (Inaudible- can’t 
understand comments). 


B. Smith —Response to B. Fosher — Hard to understand. 


W. Brown — Wasn’t that because the way the engineers looked at it was so that we wouldn’t suffer wash out again? 
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B. Smith — They’re looking at the drainage area. It doesn’t seem like it needs to be this big, but it’s designed for 
anticipated flow rate. 


J. Croteau — Please support this article. We’ve been working on it for a long time. We’ve made it fit and now we 
have some grant money so looking for support. 


L. Carlson — Came here to support everything the town needs. I’m here to support our children, to support our fire 
department and everything the town needs. This is something the town needs, property is going to be flooded if this 
doesn’t get taken care of, the traffic in town is ridiculous. I’m here to support the town and I hope the town can 
support a little section of the village. 

J. Lundahl — Are there going to be weight limits on the road? 

B. Smith — No. 


D. Legare — If this passes and everything is in place, how soon does the work start and when will it be completed? 


B. Smith — That information is in the grant paperwork but I can’t recall it right now. Most likely won’t be 
completed in 2019. 


B. Fosher — Similar project in Swanzey took 18 months. All the culverts that you’re replacing now should be 
replaced with something that is two to three time the size they are now. 


Amended Article: To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of $198,500, with $148,875 from an anticipated 
FEMA grant and the balance of 49,625

Article 12: Close Lower Pond Road 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $117,000 with the sum of $37,000 from 
unassigned fund balance and the balance of $80,000 from the Road Improvement Capital Reserve Fund 
established in 2015 for a plan, wetlands permit and excavation needed to close the class 6 eastern section of 


Pond Road between Route 12A and Village Road that has been closed to traffic. The Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee do not recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required).

Discussion: B. Smith - Recommend postpone this article indefinitely. 
B. Fosher — If the previous article doesn’t come to fruition, shouldn’t we have this in place? 
B. Smith — The item would be redressed next year.

Article 13: Wright's Grove 


To see if the Town will vote to establish as a town forest, as provided in RSA 31:110, the so called Wright's 
Grove, believed to contain about 2 acres, located on Village Road and shown on town tax map 3I lot 27. 
(Majority vote required).

Discussion: W. Brown —- Were is that located? 
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B. Smith — Across from L. Carlson. 
L. Carlson — Were the huge trees are that have fallen down. 


K. Fisher - What is the advantage of having it designated as a town forest? Would it be to be revitalized 
with a pavilion, etc? 


J. Croteau — That was our vision as well. 


Article: Passed. 


Article 14: Wright's Grove 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize, as provided in RSA 31:112 II, the Surry Conservation Commission 
(created March 9, 1971) to manage Wright's Grove, if that property is established as a town forest under Article 
14 of this Town Warrant. (Majority vote required). 


Moved: J. Davis 
Second: W. Brown 


Discussion: J. Davis — The conservation commission would be willing to take over if the town wants to 
attaches some money for the initial clean up. 


D. Lane - Just a point — you said it was about 2 acres, probably half of it is just littered with lady 
slippers at a certain part of the year. If you go in there at any time other than Feb to clean it up, you 
will damage the roots and kill the lady slippers. It’s a wonderful thing to see the lady slippers, I’ve 
been going there for decades, please don’t go in there when it’s fresh and alive. 


L. Carlson — Because it’s abandoned, we had a homeless person living there, people camping there, 
setting fires in the middle of a forest, then they walk away. I’ve had to put out three fires myself. | 
think if the town had more control of that, we’d all be a lot safer. 


Article: Passed. 


Article 15: Cemetery Lot Sales Income 


To see if the town will vote to clarify article 5 approved March 12, 2015 by deleting the phrase "as specified in 
Cemetery Regulations adopted 9/18/2006 by the Board of Selectmen" and inserting the phrase "whose interest will 
be used for lot care and maintenance with any remaining income for cemetery care and maintenance" after the 
phrase "75% of funds received shall be deposited with the trustees of trust funds". The 2015 article as approved 
reads: "To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 289:2-a: 'Upon the sale of cemetery lots, the 
legislative body may, at any annual or special meeting, vote to determine whether funds received from such sale 
shall be deposited in the general fund as a sale of town property or deposited with the trustees of trust fund for the 
maintenance of cemeteries under RSA 31:19-a’, and further vote that upon the sale of cemetery lots in the future, 
funds received from such sale shall be allocated as follows: 75% of funds received shall be deposited with the 
trustees of trust funds and 25% of funds received shall be deposited in the general fund, as specified in Cemetery 
Regulations adopted 9/18/2006 by the Board of Selectmen, or take any action in relation thereto. (Majority vote 
required)." 


If approved, the article will read: "To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 289:2-a: ‘Upon the 
sale of cemetery lots, the legislative body may, at any annual or special meeting, vote to determine whether funds 
received from such sale shall be deposited in the general fund as a sale of town property or deposited with the 
trustees of trust funds for the maintenance of cemeteries under RSA 31:19-a', and further vote that upon the sale of 
cemetery lots in the future, funds received from such sale shall be allocated as follows: 75% of funds received shall 
be deposited with the trustees of trust funds whose interest will be used for lot care and maintenance with any 
remaining income for cemetery care and maintenance, and 25% of funds received shall be deposited in the general 
fund." 
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The purpose of this is to state directly that interest, not principal from the sale of cemetery lots, is to be spent for 
care of the lot with any remaining income for cemetery care and maintenance, rather than as a reference to the 
cemetery regulations. 


Moved: J. Croteau — I'd like to move that we postpone this indefinitely. 
Second: S. Farrell 


Discussion: None. 


Article: Postponed indefinitely. 


Article 16: Any Other Business 
To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 


D. Lane - I'd like to acknowledge Matt Barrett — he’s been on the budget committee for 42 years. I also want to thank 
Bruce Smith for the work he’s done as Selectman. A lot of people don’t know what goes on in that little corner office. 
It’s a full time job and he’s probably put in about 2500 hours in every year as an unpaid selectman. When he started, 
Surry had a very poor record with the state to with regards to timely submission of paperwork and records keeping. 
He’s worked very hard to satisfy their list of discrepancies. Today we are one of the top towns in the state for getting our 
reports done correctly and on time. 


M. Levesque/ L Ylitalo— We came to the selectmen on March 4, we live on Farm road, we are looking for an 5 year plan 
to grade and keep up the road. We want better maintenance. We did up a petition and we’ll be back here next Feb and 
get it on the warrant. There are 28 houses/families that live there and there are more families building homes in that 
area. The culverts and road is not maintained and these need to be done. 


B. Russell — Maybe there should be a 5 year plan for all the roads in Surry. 

C. Lothrop — Southwest regional planning, where we pay dues, is offering to do an assessment of Farm Rd. for free. 

M. Barrett — Speaking to J. Davis and the conservation committee- they have their own fund account which has been 
added to every year from the land use change tax. Balance is currently $133,181.00. You should be able to clean forest 
area up with that. You’re not going to have to raise money to fix something that the conservation committee would like to 
focus on. Put a warrant in or whatever is needed to gain access to the money and do what you want with it. 

W. Brown -— Tip of the hat to Durwin for the work he does for the town. You don’t realize what he has to work with. 

The town of Surry could do better by putting in running water and give him a heated garage. None of us are getting any 
younger. Maybe down the road, might be nice to have a helper for him, so he can train a replacement. If we don’t work 


on a replacement, we’ll end up having to rely on subcontractors and deal with the bidding and delays. 


D. Lane — Move that we close. 
J. Croteau — Second.
